Census Figures at the South 


The coming census is likely to show B 


very large increase in the population of 
the South. A report made a short time 
Bioce by the governors and other officials 
of the twelve strictly Southern elates, 
gives a population of 19,489,150, a gam in 
the last decade of over 33 per cent. As a 
report made last year, based upon the 
presidential election returns and other 
reliable information, brought the number 
within 50,000 of this figure, the report 
may be accepted ae practically correct. 
If it is, the increase of population m tlie 
South has probably been as rapid as that 
la the North, though the hitter has re- 
ceived by far the greater pait of the for 
eign immigration. A balance bus been 
maintained in large part, however, by tie 
large number of Northern people who 
have emigrated to the South, and by the 
German immigration into Texas and that 
of foreign miners and artisans into the 
manufacturing and mining districts of 
the 8onth. 


It mayjappear ludicrous to refer to an 


estimate of population baeed on the -vote 
of the South, the returns of which are 
notoriously fraudulent, and cot at all 
baaed on the balloti us usually east, or 
the vote itself is corrupted dt the polls 
But the Southerners probably know 
pretty well what they are about, and c»n 
guess the eitent of the frauds they have 
committed, or at least at the number of 
inhabitants they would like to have 
counted in the census retnrns, and eo 
prepare the way for the enumerator by 
letting him know, or by letting them 
know in a body, what is expected in fall 
ing out their papers — CliHitgo Joui nal

nations which may serve as a basis for a 
scientific study of.these phenomena, and 
2d, to ascertain approximately the pro- 
portion of persons who have had such 
experiences Until the average frequency 
of hallucinations in the community is 
known, it can never be decided whether 
the so called "veridical" hallucinations 
(visions or other warning of the dead, 
etc , of people at a distance) which are so 
frequently reported, are accidental coin- 
cidences or something more.

France and the United States have 
already returned answers to the question 
which heads the census sheets, and 
which runs as follows 


"Have you ever, when completely 


awake, had a vivd impression of seeing 
or being touched, or of hearing 8 voice,

Victoria has 
a protectionist tariff, and they are much 
more prosperous than we are in Xew 
South Wales. So our people, seeing the 
baneful effects of free trade, will go for 
protection. 
There was South Australia, 


suffering great depression, thousands of 
men out of work, and their families in 
want. About two years ago that colony 
adopted protection; since then industries 
have prospered, and it bus steadily gone 
ahead. The curse of this colony baa been 
free trade!

WASHINGTON-, May27.— The conferees 


on the Customs Administrative bill yes- 
terday concluded their work on tho 


aMire, an agreement h.uing been 


rrached on all points in dispute. There 


ere ninety-two amendments made to 


the bill by the Senate and the House con- 
ferees accepted sixty-eight 
The only 


unii-uk'il question when the conferees 
adjourned .Saturday was tho date at 
which the law shall take effect 
The 


Senata had fixed it at July 1, but the 
Treasury 
officials 
informed 
Messrs. 


Allison and McKinley, who visited the 
Department that it would be Impossible 
to make the necessary arrangement be- 
fore August, and that date was inserted 
by the. conferees yesterday afternoon. 
Tho section providing for the appoint- 
ment of the nine general appraisers, 
however, is to po into effect immedi- 
ately, 
liy the terms of agreement the 


conferees retain tho House provision 
that the invoice of shipments shall con- 
tain the declaration of the purchaser, 
manufacturer, owner or agent, that it 
(thi> mvoii <;) was made at the place 
from which the merchandise is to be ex- 
ported to tho United States. 


Senate amendments to Section 7 were 


retained. These am ».idnients impose a 
penalty of two per cent, of the ap- 
praised value of an invoice for every 
one percent, it is found to ba under- 
valued if tho appraisal exceeds by ten 
per cent the declared value; if tho ap- 
praisal is more than twenty per cent 
111 excess of the declared fee the entry 
ni.iy be held to bo presumptively fraud- 
ulent. 


The salaries of the nine general ap- 


praisers are fixed at S',000 each. The 
House originally made them SS.OOO, and 
tin- Senate increased them to $5,500. 
The importer is given two days in 
which to a->k a reappraisomont, instead 
of line, as in the House bill; but at tho 
rehearing before the board of general 
appraisers he may not be represented by 
counsel. 


Section 1,") providing for appeals to 


the Circuit Court, retains tho authority 
ghen to the court by tho Senate to pass 
upon questions of fact as well as of law 
involved, and tho decision of the Cir- 
cuit Court shall bo final unless the 
court deems the question to hoof such 
importance as to warrant review by tho 
Supreme Court, in which case an appeal 
niuy be granted. Tho tJoverninent shall 
ha\u the right to appeal to tho Supreme 
Court if tho the Attorney General apply 
for it in thirty days. 


The Senate struck out of tho House 


lull Section IB, imr>osing a fine of 8100 
upon any person refusing to appear, at- 
tend or answer when required by a gen- 
eral appraiser or board of general ap- 
praisers. It is now restored. 


The Senate amendment to Section 19,

into his body. He had made some 
threatj against a peaceable citizen and 
he was returning home from a magis- 
trate trial where he had been to answer 
a summons on a peace warrant His 
wife was in the wagon with him. Th« 
mob threw a rope over 
his 
head, 


dragged him out and carried him fat 
enough into the woodi to prevent her 
from belns an eye-witness to his fate. 


Some time ago an old lady named 


Cenis Brown and her grandson were 
foully murdered in Johnston County. 
Mrs. Brown was Starling's mother-in- 
law, and there was a well-founded sus- 
picion that Starling murdered her that 
he might get possession of her property 
through his wife. 
He was tried on the 


charge of murder, but Starling had so 
terrorized the community that it was 
impossible to get any one to testify 
against him and he was acquitted lor 
want of sufficient evidence to convict. 


Later on the houses o! two pooplij 


who made themselves eonspicuous in 
the trial against Starling were burned. 
People of the community thought this 
was Starling's work of revenge. 
They 


determined to submit to this terroriza- 
tion no longer, and on Saturday night 
they banded together, took him from 
his wagon and left his lifeless body tied 
to a tree near his home, as related.
